Lincoln  Funeral  Train  Passed 
Through  Newark  77  Years  Ago 

Upsala  President  Collects  Accounts  of  Scenes  at 
Railroad  Station  on  April  24,  1865 


Friday  will  mark  the  77th  anni-l 
versary  of  the  passage  of  the 
funeral  train  of  Abraham  Lincoln' 
through  Newark.  The  train  carry- 
ing the  body  of  the  martyred 
President  passed  through  Newark 
on  April  24,  1865,  on  its  way  from 
Philadelphia,  where  ceremonies 
were  held  at  Independence  Hall,  to 
New  York,  where  the  body  lay  in 
state  before  being  taken  to  Spring- 
field, 111.,  for  burial. 

Dr.  Evald  Benjamin  Lawson, 
president  of  Upsala  College,  who 
is  carrying  on  research  in  the  field 
of  Lincoln's  relation  to  New  Jer- 
sey, yesterday  contrasted  the 
funeral  procession  to  the  passage 
of  Lincoln  through  Newark  on 
February  21,  1861,  when  he  was 
en  route  to  Washington  for  his 
fi.rst  inauguration. 

"February  21,  1861,  was  a  day  of 
great  rejoicing,"  Dr.  Lawson  said.  I 
"On  the  morning  of  April  24,  1865, 
however,  everyone  was  steeped  in  I 
mourning.  Seven  days  earlier  the 
great  Civil  War  President  had  been' 
assassinated." 

The  funeral  train  left  Washing- 1 
ton  early  on  the  morning  of  April 
21  bearing  the  body  of  Lincoln 
and  his  son,  Willie,  who  had  died 
d^uring  Lincoln's  first  term.  The 
procession  made  stops  at  Baltimore  j 
and  Harrisburg  before  it  reached! 
Independence  Hall  in  Philadelphia,  I 
where  nearly  a  half -million  people 
filed  past  the  coffin. 

Met  by  Governor 

The  train  left  Philadelphia 
shortly  after  4  A.  M.  on  Monday, 
April  24,  and  Governor  Joel  Parker 
of  New  Jersey  met  the  train  at 
Morrisville  on  the  Pennsylvania 
side  of  the  Delaware  river,  op- 
posite Trenton. 

In  the  Governor's  party  were 
Maj.  Gen.  R.  F.  Stockton,  adjutant 
general  of  New  Jersey;  Brig.  Gen. 
Lewis  Perrine,  quartermaster  gen- 
eral; Col.  John  Ely,  acting  assistant 
provost  marshal  general;  Col. 
Thomas  McKean,  Col.  W.  R. 
Murphy,  Lieut.  Col.  Nichols,  Lieut. 
Col.  James  L.  Rue,  Maj.  Henry 
Bennett,  Maj.  John  W.  Newell, 
Col.  J.  R.  Freese  and  John  P. 
Stockton. 

According  to  Dr.  Lawson's  re- 
search the  Newark  Common  Coun- 
cil had  met  in  a  special  session 
Saturday,  April  22,  and  named  a 
committee  to  proceed  to  Phila- 
delphia and  accompany  the  cortege 
through  New  Jersey.  Gen.  Theo- 
dore Runyon,  Mayor  of  Newark, 
headed  the  committee,  which  in- 
cluded also  J.  B.  Ward,  president 
of  Council,  and  Aldermen  Ranney, 
Peters,  Murphy  and  Grant.  Also 
named  was  a  special  citizens'  com- 
mittee consisting  of  Marcus  L. 
Ward,  J.  P.  Bradley,  A.  Lemassena, 
F.  B.  Kuhnold.  Cortlandt  Parker 
and  Andrew  Atha. 

Stops  on  Way  to  Newark. 

Dr.  Lawson  relates  that  more 
than  5,000  persons  were  on  hand 
at  the    Clinton   street   station  in 


Trenton,  where  the  train  stopped  i 
for  a  half -hour.  All  the  town's' 
church  bells  tolled,  field  pieces 
fired  minute  guns  and  a  band 
played  a  funeral  dirge.  En  route 
to  Newark  brief  stops  were  made 
at  Princeton,  New  Brunswick, 
Rahway  and  Elizabeth. 

Dr.  Lawson  has  unearthed  news- 
paper accounts  of  the  fimeral  re- 
cording the  great  sorrow  of  the 
people.  According  to  one  report, 
"Not  only  in  the  larger  towns 
along  the  route  were  such  immis- 
takable  evidences  of  the  universal 
gi-ief  of  the  people  at  the  imtimely 
death  of  him  whom  they  had 
learned  to  look  upon  as  a  father. 
At  the  smallest  stations  were  seen, 
as  the  train  moved  by,  little  groups 
of  sincere  though  humble  mourners 
land  the  poor  laborer  cfeased  his 
work  in  the  field  and  stood  with 
[uncovered  head  and  tearful  coun-j 
itenance  while  the  sad  procession 
passed." 

i    Another  reporter  was  impressed 
I  by  the  reaction  among  the  Negroes, 
j  He  wrote,  "Among  no  class  was  a 
1  deep-felt    sorrow   more  apparent 
than  among  the  colored  men  and 
women,    hundreds    of  whom 
gathered  at  the  points  named  to 
witness  the  passing  of  the  remains 
of  their  friend  and  deliverer." 
Station  Thronged 
Dr.  Lawson  says  that  Newark's 
B.ailroad  avenue,  between  Market 
and  Chestnut  streets,  was  thronged 
for  hours  before  the  funeral  trais 
was   scheduled    to    arrive  at  the 
Market  street  depot.    Members  of 
the  Common  Council,  city  officers, 
clergy,  a  detachment  of  the  Vet- 
eran Reserve  Corps  and  the  city 
police  were  on  hand  to  pay  hom- 
age.   The  arrival  of  the  train  was 
heralded  by  the  tolling  of  bells 
and  the  firing  of  salutes.  Crowds 
gathered    and  stood    with  heads 
bared  at  street  crossings  and  the 
Centre   street    and   East  Newark 
stations. 

When  the  train  arrived  at  Jer- 
sey City  the  terminal  clock  was 
stopped  at  7.22,  the  hour  of  the 
President's  death  and  the  clock 
was  encircled  with  the  motto,  "Be 
still  and  know  that  I  am  God." 

The  Common  Council  of  New 
York  city  was  waiting  on  the 
ferry  boat  Jersey  City,  which  car- 
ried the  remains  to  the  foot  of 
Desbrosses  street  in  New  York. 
Chauncey  M.  Depew,  secretary  of 
state  of  New  York,  received  the 
body  from  Governor  Parker  of 
New  Jersey. 
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
